COVINA CITY AND VALLEY HAS TOTAL 
OF $145,900, WITH 970 SUBSCRIBERS 


With the announcement by this fed­ 
eral Teserve district that Covina city 
and valley went over the top in the 
third Liberty loan drive to the extent 
of a total of $145,900, the community 
hasvragttra demonstrated that there is 
no hesitation in supplying the finances 
that will win the war. Without any 
hurrah work, and with, .practically not 
a'single speech made directly on the 
subject, the Covina. committees 
went 
through the city and valley and quietly 
reminded the Ranchers and business 
men that it was time to subscribe. The 
work 
Nwas done successfully, just as it 
will be done again in the Red Cross 
drive the latter part of this month, 
and again when more Liberty bonds 
are placed on the market. 


Dr. J. D. Reed, who conducted the 
drive as local chairman, has received 
word from the federal reserve district 
that he will be expected to act as local 
chairman for Liberty bonds for the 
remainder of the year. He is selected 
as one of tne great army of unpaid 
workers who will be responsible in 
each community for putting 
through 
the war finances. 


Dr. Reed says that he must, depend 
upon the newspapers to thank tho big 
committees of men. and women who 
labored quietly for the success of this 
loan. Ho says that he might person­ 
ally thank every worker and contribut­ 
or in the name of the United States 
government, but he knows that every 
man and woman and child was as much 
concorned in the success of the loan \ 
as himself, and that thanks for the 


splendid 
work done will come 
from 
future generations who will find this 
world ' 
1 safe for democracy.''

The total numbeV of subscriptions 
were 970, which shows that the loan 
was well distributed. Besides the small 
army of men who worked under a sya 
.' tem of precinct captains, the women 
were a big factor in this drive, not 
only in stirring up enthusiasm and 
publicising the loan, but in actually 
signing up subscriptions, of which they 
signed up $36,650 of the whole amount, 
The women worked under the direction 
of MTB. J . L. Matthews^as chairman

Further announcement will be made 
before Miss Edwards leaves and there 
s no question but that a large number 
of people will wish to give her god­ 
speed. 


Covina grammar school scolars, un­ 
der Miss Edwards' dynamic personal­ 
ity, and with her unflagging interest in 
war work, have raised the astonishing 
sum of $.10,000, tho total of all the 
various drives which the children have 
participated in. I t was the first group 
of schools in the county to receive its 
I^Junior Rod Cross charters.

Covina Men Watch 
By-Products Factory 


Among the men who went to Ana­ 
heim this week to view the Crawford 
marmalade factory wero W. "M. Gris­ 
wold, C. E. Crawford, W. W. Bennett, 
H. M. Housor, L. H. Harris, H. A. Mil­ 
ler, J. D. Soitz, John Coolman,~Joromc 
Reynolds, R. A. Welch, and others. 
The/, men were intrested in the pro­ 
cess of making marmalade, with tho 
idea'that sometime in the future a sim­ 
ilar factory may be established in Co­ 
vina.. 


' The San Dimes factory, for which 
jrround has alroady been brokon, will 
employ 200 men and women. It will be 
a part of the T. F. Crawford process, 
and will be controlled largely by stock 
taken by members in the San Antonio 
Fruit Exchange of Pomona arid the O. 
K. Exchange of Ontario and Uplands. 
The factory will probably be in opera­ 
tion within ninety days. 


It is said that not five per cent of 
the possible market for marmalade I n 
the United States has been in any way 
exploited. 
The Crawford 'product is 
selling much faster than the present 
factory at Anaheim can supply it. The 
factory is thirty days behind on or­ 
ders. It is thought that as the prom­ 
inent growers of the industry become 
interested tho product will be advertis­ 
ed and exploited. 
Local ranchers and 
packing house men are watching the 
developments, with a view of at some 
time* establishing a factory in Covina, 
providing it is assured that there will 
be a need for more factories.

SPRAY MEN BUSY IN ORCHARDS 
INFESTED WITH APHIS AND SPIDER 


NOTICE, ORANGE GROWERS: 


For tho past few weeks the green 
aphis has been working on the orange 
trees in tho vicinity of Whittier and 
Montobollo nnd has been gradually in­ 
creasing. At,first the growers and hor­ 
ticultural commissioners, did not think 
that it would develop enough to do 
much damage, as thoy have worked on 
young trees to some extont in previous 
years, but wero always controlled by, 
tho parasite But for some reason this 
year tho parasite are not controlling 
thorn and thoy ha"»e developed to an 
alarming state. Their workings are not 
confined to the Whittier and Monte- 
bollo districts alone. The trees in North 
Whittier Heights, Covinn, and Valencia 
Heights nro very 
badly 
affected iu 
many 
orchards. 
In some 
cases the 
loaves and young fruit are beginning 
to drop badly. They aro also beginning 
to work "on tho orchards in the La 
Hub r ft, Fullerton, 
Anaheim, 
Garden 
Grove, nnd Orange districts. 


Contrary to their habits in former 
years, 
they are not confining 
their 
workings to tho youug trees ulone, but 
in many localities they are damaging 
tho large trees to a groat extent, not 
only destroying tho young growth, but 
covering the ontire troe with honey- 
dew, which not only stops up the pores 
of tho loavos, but makes a bodding- 
ground later on for fungus diseases. 


On account of the condition of tho 
trees at this time of year, fumigation 
cannot be used, and the controlling pf 
this post has boon entiroly up to the 
spray men. Up to tho present, thno tho 
horticultural commissioners have boen 


recommending the use of Black Leaf 
40 arid soap. In cases whero there wore 
rod spider as well as aphis, thoy recom­ 
mended lime sulphur and black-leaf 40. 
On account of the sh6rtage and high 
price of black-loaf 40, several of tho 
growers and spray 
men have made 
tests around Whittier and other dis­ 
tricts with California spray for both 
aphis and red spider. Thoy have been 
watching these tests very carefully and 
have found-that in every case tho Cal­ 
ifornia spray has done equally as good 
vrprk as tho black-leaf 40, and in no 
instance has it done damage to the 
trees, blossom or fruit. 
Several grow­ 
ers who have seen these tests have 
adopted the use of California 
spray, 
feeling that they can get tho same re­ 
sults p.s with black-leaf 40 and limo 
sulphur, and savo from "75 cents to 
.•(il.00 on each tank of mixture, 


Mr. John Grisot of Vuloncia Heights 
will begin spraying his twonty-ncro or­ 
ange grove in that district on Wednes­ 
day, May 8th. Mr. W. F. Stearns, con­ 
tract sprayer, who has usod California 
spray for tho past two and a half years, 
will do this «vork., Any grower caring 
to investigate this work will bo wel­ 
come. Mr. Hodgos, tho inspoctor ' of 
Covina district, has seen somo of tho 
test work and is watching tho worte*] 
which Is being dono very 
carofully. 
Anyono caring to see this work that 
has boon done and that is boing dono, 
will please communicato with the Cali­ 
fornia Spray Co., at 348 D. St., San 
Bernardino, Calif., and their 
agents 
will gladly call upon them and show 
them any work that has been dono in,, 
any locality.—Adv. 


At a recent meeting of the local 
board of directors of Covina branch 
of Red Cross, it was unanimously voted 
that J. L. Matthews, who made the 
Red Cross drive for funds last year, 
be asked to make the drive this year, 
which comes the latter week of this 
month.

INSECT AND OTHER 


ENEMIES OF BEANS 


Covina Man Flying 
Above French Lines 


This Bulletin is Issued by the Univer­ 
sity of California College of Agricul­ 
ture. 


Bed spider is one of the most serious 
enemies of beans in the great interior 
valley where continued hot, dry weather 
favors their increase. 
This is not a 
true spider, but a plant mite, and the 
apeciea that attacks beans, i.e., Tetrany- 
chus telariua, is not even red, but more 
of a yellowish green, the adults show­ 
ing two or more dark spots on the body. 
The newly^hatched spider has six legs, 
but after the first molt thore are eight 
short legs, which number are found 
throughout the remainder of its life. 
The eggs aro found underneath and 
scattered through the fine, carpet-liko 
web that is spun on the under side of 
the leaves. They arc almost white, while 
those, of the other common plant mite, 
Bryobia, are a dep red. The eggs stage 
lasts from three to six days; the nymph 
stage, three to five days; the entire life 
being about two to six weeks, except 
an the winter time. The totnl number 
of eggs laid by each female varies from 
20 to 100. 


The spider or mite feeds on the chlor­ 
ophyll of the leaf, whicR causes a dis­ 
tinct paling and yellowing of the entire 
surface fed upon. If the attack is very 
severe the leaf withers and possibly 
drops off. 
This manner of feeding is 
very injurious to the plant, for when 
the chlorophyll is extracted, the plant's 
ability to manufacture starch and thus 
to grow, has been lost. 
For this rea­ 
son the attack of red spider is to be 
feared because of its ability, 
when 
abundant to injure the plant in a very 
few days, while insects that feed priu 
cipally on sap, such as aphids, do not 
usually cause such severe damage. 


The spider has been found working 
on beans since the first of July, in the 
Sacramento 
valley, but has not in­ 
creased materially until the first weeks 
in August. 
Every bean grower should 
be on the alert for the signs of this 
pest. 
The first leaves attacked are 
those next to' the graunM, but under 
favorable circumstances the spider is 
soon spreading over the plant, and after 
It is thoroughly established, it is ex­ 
tremely difficult to check. A smalLhand 
lens will be useful in detecting red 
spider, for even the adults are just 
visible to the naked eye, while the egg 
is invisible, except at a slight magni­ 
fication. 
The fine web spun on the 
under side of the leaf is a good indica 
iion of the spider's p r o s & n c e i , - 


Sulphur in some form is the specific 
remedy for this pest and may be applied 
cither as a wet spray or dusted on, 
according to the apparatus which may 
be available. 
Applied as a dust, it is 
not so adhesive, and often is not dis 
tributed as thoroughly. 
This point is 
very important for sulphur is effective 
only over a very small fraction of an 
inch. Careless application of sulphur is 
only a waste of time and money; noth­ 
ing is gained by throwing a handful on 
the ground or scattering coarse lumps 
through the foliage. What is wanted is 
a very thorough, but thin dusting of 
sulphur on every leaf and on the under, 
not the upper side; such a small coat­ 
ing that it is barely visible to the eye. 
This is bost obtained by a sulphur blow­ 
er such! as that used for sulphuring 
vines. These are now on the market in 
knapsack form, very convenient to use 
in applying the material to bean plants. 
One man can cover a large amount of 
ground in a day with one of these ma­ 
chines, and by careful application use 
very much less sulphur than when it is 
applied by hand. The very finest grade 
of dusting sulphur should be used, as it 
will carry better and require less to the 
plant; coarse, gritty material is waste­ 
ful. 


Sulphur is effective only at tempera­ 
tures of 70 degrees F. and above, and 
then principally against the nymph, the 
adults being somewhat resistant to the 
fumes, which emphasizes tho need of 
early work. No good will result if the 
plants aro swarming with spider, and 
already in a dying condition. One ap­ 
plication will Inst two or throe weeks, 
killing any nymphs that may hatch in 
that tinio. 
Tender foliage hns been 
buruori by sulphur fumes when used nt n 
temperature over 100 degreos F., so 
that some cure should be UBcd in apply­ 
ing during very hot weather. If it is 
desired to apply tho sulphur as a wet 
spray, it can be dono so by mixing it 
with flour [iaBto, tho lattor containing 
one pound of flour to a gallon of water. 
This should be brought to a boil, then 
allowed to cool, and tho sulphur mixed 
into it and addod to the spiny tank. 
The formula is as follows: 


5 pounds sulphur 
li-8 gallons flour paste 
Water to make 100 gallons of spray 
Use just enough paste so there is no 
danger of pooling off after it dries. If 
dosired, (lah oil soap may bo substitut­ 
ed for the flour puste, although there 
might bo some danger of burning the 
foliage if a large amount of soap is 
used. 


BEAN THKIPS 
Bean thrips are causing some trouble 
thia year, their attack on the plant be 


leaf turning n silvery gray color and J 
finally drying up if the attack is pro­ 
longed. 
They may be distinguished 
from the spider by the following char­ 
acters, at least by the use of a hand 
lens. 
The adults are a grayish-black 
color, about 1-25 of an inch long, and fly 
quite actively. The nymphs are almost 
transparent, but with red marks on tho 
side of tho body, having six legs, but 
with a much more elongated body than 
the rod spider, the latter being almost 
oval. 
Tiny black specks will be seen 
all over the leaves where the insects 
have been feeding. 
These insects are 
very common on bans, but it is^ seldom 
that control measures are necessary, if 
the plant is in a thriving condition. 
Climatic conditions may favor their in­ 
crease to the extent that they threaten 
serious damage, then control measures 
are justifiable. A good spray is a to­ 
bacco extract combined with soup; a 
common preparation on the market in 
sold as Black Leaf 40. Use five ounces 
of this and one and one-half or two 
pounds of soap (depending on the hard­ 
ness of t%p water) to fifty gallons of 
spray. 
Dissolve the soap in hot wafer, 
pour into the spray tank and *hen add 
the tobacco. Apply this with any spray 
outfit, but use an angle nozle that will 
direct the spray against the under side 
of the leaf. It usually requires two or 
three days for this preparation to be­ 
come effective, or at least the maximum 
results will not be obtained in leBs time 
than that. 
Sulphur may be mixed into 
the soap if desired. 


Another species of thrips (light yel­ 
low in color), 
commonly called tho 
grass thrips,'' is sometimes found on 
beans, but it is seldom necessary to,' 
use control measures for them. If such 
measures are necessary the same remedy 
as above should be used. It may also 
be used against bean aphids. 


Beetles, including two species of Din* 
brotica and some flea beetles, frequent­ 
ly are found on beans, eating irregular 
holes in the leaves. These aro difficult 
to poison, but may often be prevented 
from working on the plant for several 
days, giving the latter an opportunity 
to recover from their attack. An appli­ 
cation may be made of arsenate of lead 
paste (neutral ,or ortho type) at the 
rate of eight pounds to 100 gallons oi 
spray, covering both the upper and 
lower sides of the leaves. This acts both 
as repellent and poison. 


Bordeaux mixtures are sometimes ap­ 
plied to discourage the attack of the 
beetle; this is, a preparation of copper 
sulphate (bluestone) and quicklime. 
4 lbs. copper sulphate 
4 lbs. quicklime 
50 gals, water 
r 
Dissolve the copper sulphate in a 
wooden vessel, slake the lime in a 
separate container, and pour the sohi' 
tions together into tlie tank of water. 
Do not mix the concentrated solutions. 
Lead arsenate may be added to the bor­ 
deaux if desired. 
The arsenical spray 
will be of some valuo in checking a 
grasshopper attack but if possible grass­ 
hoppers should be poisoned with a 
poisoned bran mash before they reach 
the beans. 
Arsenic is a slow poison 
and much damage will be done before 
the hoppers are killed. 
* Wire worms frequently attack young 
beans, but practically nothing can be 
done against them. Simply avoid plant­ 
ing crops such as potatoes and beans 
on land that is known to be infested, 
or at least postpone the planting as late 
in the summer as possible.

Lieutenant 
Howard T. Douglas of 
Covina, son of Summerfield Douglas of 
tho Covina Realty Company, has writ­ 
ten another • interesting letter, telling 
of his active service in a French esca- 
drillc in France. He is now flying over 
the American and French lines as an 
observer. The letter follows: 


April 13, 1918. 


Dear Father: 


Last Sunday our orders came send­ 
ing us to the French squadrons on the 
front for work, and we lost no time in 
getting away. Throe of us came to this 
one squadron, arriving Monday in time 
for lunch. The weather was regulation 
for moving, as it rained all the time 
The three of us in this escadrillc arc 
from California. 
Steve Barrows is a 
University of California 
man, after 
my time. The other member is A. F 
Herold of Riverside. 


We have very comfortable quarters 
and it is a pleasant outfit, to be asso 
ciated 
with. 
Two of the observers 
speak very good English, but the cap­ 
tain and all the rest of the officers 
speak French entirely. 1 manage to 
converse fairly w'ell, and am glad of 
the opportunity of practicing French. 


Wc have very good mcnls. I am 
speaking now of lunch and dinner. The 
breakfast, which goes by the name of 
petite dejeuner, is rather difficult 
-for a 
husky 
American 
appetite to become 
accustomed to. It consists of a cup of 
coffee and a slice of unbuffered bread. 
Wo could have it in bed, but prefer to 
get up for it. The other two meals are 
good, however, and make up for the 
lack of a set of ham and eggs in the 
morning. The meals are served in 
courses, and every thing is well cooked 
and is generally much more appetizing 
that the average ^American 
officer's 
mess. We have wine, which is the only 
beverage wc drink, except coffee at 
dessert: The water is alkaline, and very 
bad to drink. The French do not drink 
wine to excess. I t is light, and used in 
that way is very good. Our dinner hour 
is 7 p.m., and we arc mrcly through 
before 9 o'clock. 


The captain and one second lieuten 
ant are the only flying ofrice^&Mn the 
escadrillc. The other pilots are corpor 
als and sergeants. They have a sepa­ 
rate mess. The observers are the im 
portant members of an escadrillc. 


We have had two good days for fly 
ing since coming here. The day before 
yesterday the three of us went up over 
the lines to learn the sector. I had 
Lioutenant Bellet for a pilot and we 
were first away. Herold's machine had 
troublo and was forced to land. We 
patrolled up and down the lines .four 
times. There were a number of planes 
in the air, and I had my machine gun 
all set, but only French planes came 
near me. I saw a plane above me be 
ing fired at steadily by anti-aircraft 
This I later learned was Barrows. When 


got down without any incident 
found that Barrows had not returned. 
We did not hear from him until nine 
o'clock in the evening. He had landed 
fifty 
kilometers 
away 
at another 
French field with fifteen bullet holes 
in his plane. I t is remarkable that he 
was not brought down, as they hit all 
around the vulnerable parts of his ma 
chine. The boche firing on him must 
have been a good marksman working 
at long range. Ho flew home the next 
afternoon, arriving in time for lunch. 
It was some experience to have the' 
first time over the lines! 


It is a great sight to get up and see 
tho two trench systems spread out be­ 
neath . you. I am near a city where 
there has been some wonderful 
fighting. 
Yestorday afternoon I was up for an 
hour doing reconnaisance. We did not 
go over tho lines. 


Tomorrow morning, if the bad wea­ 
ther of today changes, or else the first 
good morning, I am going to make an 
artillery adjustment for an American 
battery that has moved into the sector. 
It will be their first aerial adjustment. 
I am anxious to do it well. Tho cap­ 
tain of the escadrille thinks I will be 
able to do it very well. I hope so. 
It will bo my first attompt at strafing 
the boche, and that is my business now. 


The towns all around here have been 
heavily bonbarded. 
They are mostly 
ruins. 


I forgot to mention that this field is 
whero tho famous Guynemor worked, 
from whero he was doing his great 
work. 


Tho day aftor we got hero in 
light rain wo went by auto up to visit 
French and American artillery head­ 
quarters. 
One of tho Amorican cap 
tains I mot was an instructor at the 
Presidio training camp last 
summer. 
We visited one battory and were up 
at tho post of command in front of the 
three batteries that were firing ovor us 
I am going up to visit both the bat­ 
teries, and tho infantry in the tvenehes, 
a littlo later on. 


This war is not over yet, and what 
wo want is plenty of Amorican sol­ 
diers. We will eventually bo a big fac­ 
tor, and wo want to speed up. 


My best rogarfls to all tho people in 
Covina. I onjoy hoaring tho nows. Tho 
guns aro beating a merry tattoo this 
afternoon. Love to Aunt Nell and Jane.

EIGHT-HOUR LAW 


GOES INTO EFFECT 


Citrus 
packing house managers in 
Covina" are adjusting the work of the 
houses to the provisions of the- new 
state law, which goes into effect this 
week, making eight hours per day'for 
women the maximum amount of \york- 
ing hours. Time and a fourth mu's^ be 
paid for all overtime. This comes un­ 
der tho provisions of the industrial^wel- 
fare commission. 


An 
experienced 
woman or minor 
must be paid a minimum wage of ten 
dollars per week, and an inexperienced 
woman or minor not less than 
eight 
dollars per week. The law says that 
an experienced woman is one who has 
had at least three weeks of experience 
in the dried and green fruit industries. 


A special license is issued firms and 
corporations to employ women who are 
disabled, or for some reason do not 
have the earning capacity of 
other 
women. 


There is a provision in the law which 
makes it possible to set aside,the eight- 
hour clauso temporarily in times of 
stress, like that which arises when a 
large crop of green fruit must be mov­ 
ed quickly or deteriorate. 


The order affects the citrus business 
ns a whole, and call for some radical 
changes in the manner of operating 
packing houses.

LIEUT. KIRK 
DESCRffiES WAR 


Mrs. Thoo T. Kirk, wife of Lieuten­ 
ant Kirk, has forwarded from Kansas 
a couple of very interesting letters 
from her husband, who has been in the 
front-line trenches in France. Mrs. 
Kirk was formerly Miss May Hull of 
Covins, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. E. 
P. Hull. She is making ber homo in 
the east with an uncle while her hus­ 
band is nt the front. Lieutenant Kirk 
is with F. company, second battalion, 
117th engineers, having gone to France 
•with the forty-second division. His de­ 
scription of nn engagement with the 
enemy is as follows: 


March 10, UUK 
Yesterday we opened an artillery 
bombardment on the German trenches 
at 1:00 p.m. At 12:00 o'clock 1 was 
assigned the duty of keeping open a 
communication 
trench nt all times 
I had seventeen men and we got ti 
our plnce nt 12:30. I chose a point 
for observation, where I could see the 
entire frermnn line under fire and my 
own communication trench. 


The trench I was to keep open was 
one that had been bombarded by the 
Germans a few nights ago and almost 
torn to pieces. Then, they had opened 
a regular barrage on it and closed 
places completely for 100 yards. On 
the morning of this barrage IS of our 
men were killed and 22 wounded. 


Yesterday in our bombardment the 
machine guns opened first, then the 
•mortars and large guns. The German 
line was just behind a strip of woods 
-which had already been killed by ar­ 
tillery fire. The main part of the shell­ 
ing was on this small woods and in 
front of it on tho barbed wire. The 
shells would burst and fling trees, dirt, 
and stakes sixty feet in the air. It 
. -was a sight I shall never forget. 


About 3:00 o'clock they opened up 
on my trench. At 3:10 I decided to 
go down it' and see what, damage had 
been done; I took a corporal, Cowley, 
and a courier with me. The shells were 
bursting on all sides and I thought my 
time had almost come. Two sheila had 
alreay struck the trench, and as we 
turned to come back a shell burst in 
the trench not thirty feet from us. 
Farther on another burst within ten 
feet of the trench where I was and al­ 
most knocked my ear-drums out. This 
is the second time this has happened to 
me. 


When we had returned to our obser­ 
vation post I sent a squad with a ser­ 
geant to clean out the two places. The 
£ fiwt; time, they had .to come back, but 
; the second time I went with them and 
saw that they ctid the work. By this 
time six shells had struck the trench', 
but they had cleaned out everything in 
forty minutes. 
I made four trips down the trench in 
four hours. i.THe trench was struck 
seven times, and dirt was thrown into 
it from one end to the other. The 
trench is about a half mile. long. 


At 5:20 one company of Americans 
and three of French went over into 
"the German trenches. I was relieved at 
5:30 and brought my men to supper, 
•and then to a dugout to await further 
•orders. At 8:00 .o'clock I was ordered 
. to go up into our trenches, occupied 
"by two companies, investigate the con- 
•dition of trenches and dugouts and re­ 
port at once. I made this trip with a 
' messenger and Cowley, and believe me 
it is not tho most pleasant thing to go 
through 
trenches which 
have 
been 
bombarded and torn to pieces. I made 
the trip and reported at 10:30 p.m. I 
-ate and got to bed at 12:00 o'clock. 


Today all France set their time ahead 
one hour. I shall leave tho front line 
day after tomorrow, and am not sorry, 
for one gets tired. 


March 14. 
It is noon and I have a few minutes 
to write.. Yesterday I went over into 
the 
German first and second 
line 
trenches to see what they looked like. 
Our artillery is sure fine. Tho first and 
second lines had been totally destroy­ 
ed. There were about fifty Americans 
•and French waiting to catch some Ger­ 
mans if they should decide to come 
back; 


I brought back a lamp, a number 
sign from over one of the dugouts, and 
two grenade trays. I was the first en­ 
gineer officer over. I am going to send 
you the number block, 102. It was a 
"rather interesting trip and gave me a 
good idea of how they make their 
trenches and dugouts. I shall be glad 
~when we get on our own sector and 
can boss it. Then there will be some­ 
thing doing. 
\ 
That evening. 


This p.m. I have been working 85 
men on wire in front of our our front 
line trenches. They were well out and 
no one was shot. We built 195 yards of 
entanglement, 10 yards thick. 


March 20. 


Well, I am at school at last. The 
front line trenches are far in front. 
I am seated at a table in the Y. M. 
•C. A-> before a nice warm fire. It is 
far more comfortable here than in a 
billet in an old plate factory, or wad­ 
ing in the trenches up to one's knees 
in mud and water, ti is a very good 
thing to come to school now, as I will 
have finished my course before the

It is moun­ 
tainous, and the evergreens and pas­ 
ture lands were beautiful beyond do 
scription. The roads in this country 
are exceptionally good. I hope some' 
of these years to take a trip through 
this part of France wrth you and we 
shall see, together, all of the country 
I have seen.

ably in the big auditorium, which is 
the largest school auditorium in this 
part of the county. 


A menu consisting of fruit cocktail, 
onions, 
radishes, 
apple 
sauce,

salad,

shortcake and coffee, was served in an 
appetizing way, and was a thoroughly 
satisfactory meal. 
The 290 men paid 
seventy-five cents each into the coffers 
of the Puente Red Cross.

Practically every woman in 
the community had part in the pre­ 
paring and serving of the supper, so 
that no individual mention is possible, 
but the success of banquet and enter­ 
tainment may well be something for 
the people to bo proud of.

ART IN THE 


GREAT WAR 


"Art is the doing of anything in 
tho best way possible.'' 
This is a 
definition given of art" by Mrs. W. IL 
Bowden, federation secretary of arty 
who spoke at tho woman ^s club meeting 
on Monday. 


She said: 
" A r t does not include 
only painting and sculpture,' but any­ 
thing that is well done. There is a 
wide variation in the ideas of different 
people concerning art, and your ideas 
may not be someone else's. Art in the 
home should be confined to comfort 
and usefulness." 


Mrs. Bowden's subject was "Art in 
the Great War,?' and a great many 
wondered how art and the great war 
could possibly be connected. First, she 
displayed some cartoons. Great good 
has been done in raising funds by these 
cartoons and posters that almost daily 
appear in the newspapers and are post­ 
ed in conspicuous places. The camou- 
fleurs, those who do tho work of camou­ 
flage, aro among the most important 
workers in the war. She citod a num­ 
ber of instances whore without these 
workers battles might have been lost 
or ships might have been sunk, which 
showed how indispensible have been 
artists. 


Charles Dana Gibson has been re­ 
cently appointed at the head of a 
corps of artists who will leave shortly 
for France, where they will paint the 
stories of the great war which will go 
down as history throughout the ages to 
come. 


One artist in particular, the speaker 
mentioned, Miss Grace Gassett. 
Miss 
Gassett was an American artist study­ 
ing in tho American colony in Paris 
whon the war broke out. Her study of 
anatomy had ben so complete that she 
offered her services to the medical 
corps and was accepted. She has now 
a large corps of fellow-artists working 
under her, who make casts of mon as 
they were before they were cripplod 
and another as thoy are found after 
injury.
